Docket #3618,50 Cutter Hill Road: Mr. Klein asked if there were any comments or 
suggestions. There were none. Mr. O'Rourke asked if a e-signature would be ok. Mr. Buckley 
said that under the current circumstances (covid-19) that it would. A motion was made and 
seconded to accept as written.

Docket #3617, 41 Westminster Avenue: Mr. Klein explained the rules to of how to review and 
comment on a draft decision within the regulations of the open meeting law. Before the Board 
voted to accept, Mr. O'Rourke suggested that in the future the Petitioner's Attorney should write 
Variance Decisions. Mr. DuPont thought that the result would be Decisions in favor of the 
Petitioner (or client). After some discussion, the Board agreed. Mr. Hanlon said that "as long as 
we can comment, adjust, and given that a vote is required to except, there is no risk". It was 
suggested that because this case included both a Variance and a Special Permit, the Decision 
should address each individually. Mr. Vallarelli agreed and offered to make the adjustment.

will have as much information as possible prior to the hearing. Mr. Revilak had questions about 
the site elevations. Mr. Vallarelli told Mr. Revilak that he would get him what he had as he 
thought there were elevations on the new drawings. Mr. Klein asked if the new drawings could 
be posted on the ZBA website. Mr. Vallarelli offered to take care of that request, a motion was 
made to continue the hearing to June 9, 2020.
